A few weeks later, Miller said he found himself starting 
to work with a sugar plantation in Cuba, riding a horse in 
the fields (“You can have the best mill in the world but if 
you don't have cane, you don't have anything so they wan- 
ted to start me there.) 

By the time he was 29, Miller said he was general 
manager of a mill. (“Апа I still-have a copy of the set of 
orders pi ting me to щајог.”) 

By Бег 1960, “when Fidel asked me out of 
Cuba,” Miller was managing two sugar mills, a distillery, a 
yeast factory, a cattle operation and a port facility in the

“T had a home in New Orleans I had bought," he said. 
“That and a little investment was all I got out with.” 

Two other things he escaped from Cuba with, however, 
were his experience and contacts in the sugar industry and 
that was enough the following summer to land a job 
managing the Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative which was 
just getting off the drawing board, as was much of 
Florida's sugar industry. 

"It's been a very satisfying experience here," he said,
